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Talk to the Animals 


Magnolia Elementary School 
students got a taste of the wild last 
week when Magic Mountain’s Animal 
Chatter crew brought five exotic 
animals out for an assembly. 

The children were visited by a 
monkey and an owl, among others, and 
they even got to touch a boa 
constrictor — Julius Squeezer — if 
they wanted. 

The Animal Chatter program is 
sponsored by the amusement park and 
is provided free of charge to schools, 
hospitals and other groups during the 
school year. The animals can be seen 
at Six Flags Magic Mountain on 
weekends, holidays and during 
summer vacation. 

Children in grades kindergarten 
through third saw the presentation in 
the first group, followed by the older 
children. 

Animal handlers Karen Stern and 
Karen Ursenback first brought out 
Marsua, a female coatimundi. She is a 
South American relative of the 
raccoon. 

Marsua, a very unconventional 
animal who looks like a cross between 
her raccoon relative and an anteater, 
arrived in a very conventional cat 
carrier. Although coatimundis can be 
very nasty in the wild, according to 
Ursenback, Marsua was very friendly 
with the two trainers and behaved 


much like a pet. 

Stern warned her young audience to 
keep very quiet so as not to scare the 
shy animals. However, like most of the 
creatures, Marsua nervously faced 
away from the nearly 200 youngsters 
during most of the presentation. 


Next came Henry, who was perched 
on Ursenback’s three-layer-gloved 
hand. When Stern asked the children 
what Henry was, they answered “owl” 
in hushed unison. And Henry deserved 
the awe-struck tones. A beautiful large 
bird with lethal talons, the 10-year-old 
veteran of Animal Chatter obediently 
flapped his wing in a wave to the 


delighted audience. 

“The owl’s one of the dumbest 
animals of all,’’ Stern told the 
audience, refuting the widespread 
conception that owls are wise. “Their 
eyes take up all the room (in their 
head).”’ 

Albert, who was similar to a skinny 
cat with a rat-like nose, followed. An 
albino European ferret, related to the 
American weasel and skunk, he has a 
mean temperment, Stern warned the 
students. 

While Albert wriggled his long white 
body in Stern’s hands, the trainer 
explained that it is illegal in California 
to own a ferret as a pet because they 


will kill farm animals, particularly 
chickens. 

“They kill just for the fun of it,” she 
said. Although ferrets are not natural to 
this area, there are some which have 
been released to the wild by people 


_who used to keep them as pets, she 


said. 

“If you have to smile, cover your 
mouth. If you have to laugh try to hold 
it in,” Stern warned the children before 
bringing out the next guest, Chongo — 
a black capped Capuchin monkey from 
South America. 

Monkeys take the showing of teeth 
as a threat, Stern explained, and 200 
smiling children would be a definite 
threat to Chongo. 

Some of the children cooperatively 
placed their hands over their mouths, 
but many predictably forgot and a 
nervous Chongo was led from the 
assembly room soon after she arrived. 

Nothing phased the last guest, 
however. 

Julius Squeezer maintained his 
composure throughout, even going so 
far as to let the students who wished 
to stroke him on the way out of the 
room. Many of the children declined to 
touch the 5-year-old snake, even 
though Stern had encouraged them. 

“He’s dry and soft,” she had 
explained. ‘He feels like a basketball 
or an orange peel.”

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Brother and sister 


‘reunited after 49 


years separation

It’s been a long, heart- 
wrenching, 49-year search for 
Fred Wrablik. 

After all those years of false 
hopes and false leads, the 60- 
year-old man found his older 
sister, Annie Wrablik Karsten, 
who is a patient at the Upland 
Convalescent Hospital. 

Wrablik, a retired police 
officer, doggedly followed every 
clue during the years. Then, at 
Christmas, he had a lead about a 
woman in a convalescent 
hospital in California that might 
be his illusive sister. 

“Tt hit alot of brick walls 
during the years. But then, 
through the help of some of the 
people | know, we got aclue at 
Christmas. This is the best 
Christmas present | ever had,” 
recalled an emotional Wrablik, 
sitting next to his sister at the 
hospital. 

Wrablik and his wife, Lillian, 
packed their car and headed 
west from their Minnesota home, 
hoping the lead wouldn’t turn 
out like all the rest. 

The couple walked into the 
convalescent home and up to 
Karsten. 

“All | said was, ‘Hi, I’m Fred,’” 
Wrablik remembered. “‘She said, 
‘Fred who?’ and | said ‘Your little 
brother.” 

He said 49 years of separation 
and ambivalent feelings melted 
away. 

Karsten said she doesn’t know 
why she mysteriously left home 
without any word to her parents 
and nine brothers and sisters. 

“IT went all over and finally 
settled here. You know, when 
you have no particular place to 
Stop, you keep going. | lost track 
of Fred and the family after 
that,”’ Karsten said. 

During her long absence, 
Karsten was a professional 
dancer and a licensed pilot. 
Karsten and her husband — 
coincidentally named Fred — 
used to fly out of Cable Airport 
in Upland. 

Karsten’s husband was 
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landing his plane at Cable 
Airport in 1962 when he had a 
heart attack. Although she had 
her license, Karsten needed 
assistance to land the plane 

“But Fred was gone,” she 
said. 

She’s been alone ever since 

But the baby brother who had 
lost his sister so long ago, kept 
trying to find her. 

“The last time | saw Annie was 
the summer of 1937 in Chicago. | 
guess Annie wanted to see the 
world. ... The family didn’t get 
any letters or phone calls from 
her in all those years,” Wrablik 
said. “!’m bullheaded and kept 
trying to find her.” 

“He’s bullheaded like me,” 
Karsten said. 


“All I’ve heard about these 
years is his sister, Annie. Al! 
Fred could remember was that 
she was a beautiful redhead,” 
Mrs. Wrablik said. 

Karsten’s hair is no longer red 
but other family characteristics 
were still there. 

When the brother and siste: 
met in the hospital, Wrablik said, 
he knew the woman was “his 
Annie.” 

“We could tell it was her. 
From her mouth down she looks 
like one of my sisters and from 
the mouth up she looks like 
another of my sisters,” he said, 
quickly pulling a handkerchief 
out of his pocket and wiping his 
eyes. “You know, 49 years is a 
lifetime. | feel like I’m still 
walking around in acloud.”’ 

Karsten didn’t offer her 
brother any excuses or 
apologies for the lost years, but 
happiness clearly lit up her face 
when the 75-year-old woman 
looked at her brother. 

“| guess I’m a loner. | got 
along OK, but it has been good 
to see him,” she said. 

When the Wrabliks headed 
home, the couple and Karsten 
made no promises to each other 
about keeping in touch. ot 

But Wrablik said, “It’s been 49 
years and you're not going to ge! 
away from me so easily again.

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Upland police, 
council discover 
common ground

Chief negotiators for the 
Upland police and the City 
Council have agreed toa 
contract proposal, prompting the 
police representative to drop his 
threats of legal action against 
the city. 

Michael Hannon, legal counsel 
and negotiator for the California 
Organization of Police and 
Sheriffs, had charged that the 
city’s representative, personnel 
director Mary Ann Reiss, had no 
authority to bargain. 

Hannon represents both the 
Upland Police Officer’s 
Association, which includes 
patrol officers and detectives, 
and the Upland Police 
Management Association. 


He told the City Council in 
early January that Reiss came to 
bargaining sessions for both 
groups with inflexible 
instructions from the council, 
which hampered the process. 

Both the counsel and one of 
the officers involved in 
negotiations said the police 
groups would try one more 
Session before taking the matter 
to court on the grounds of unfair 
labor practices. 


At that session, Hannon and 
Reiss came to an agreement 
which they will present to the 
police department and the 
council, Hannon said. 

“| felt that there was a 
different attitude, so we were

able to come up with a joint 
recommendation,” Hannon said, 
adding that he did not want to 
comment further. 

Terms of the recommendation 
cannot be revealed until both 
parties have signed a written 
agreement, according to Mayor 
Richard Anderson. 

Anderson said that the last 
scheduled police negotiation 
session was canceled because 
the associations wanted to wait 
until Hannon spoke to the 
council last week. Meanwhile 
the other three city employee 
groups met with Reiss and came 
close to agreements, he said. 

“We would probably have 
come to an agreement with 
them, too,” he said. 

Anderson said that Reiss’ 
authority to bargain and the 
city’s position had not changed 
since Hannon threatened legal 
action at the council meeting. 

He said that economic 
concerns, such as the possible 
loss of federal Revenue Sharing 
funds and the goal of a balanced 
city budget, make the city’s 
offers necessarily less flexible 
than the employee groups might 
like.

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Question of who should control 
library services in R.C. heats up

With the county studying the 
possibility of locating a second 
library in Rancho Cucamonga, 
the question of who should 
control library services is a hot 
one. 

City hall staff members 
disagree with the City Council 
over whether the city should get 
into the library business. 

The head of the existing 
county branch library in Rancho 
Cucamonga said if the city took 
over library services, it would 
have to take over the county 


branch library plus any second 
library in the city. 

Phil Crocfer, librarian in 
charge of the Cucamonga-Alta 
Loma branch library at 9191 Base 
Line Road, said he favors the 
concept of city control. 

“If the residents want to 
continue to have a county-run 
library, they will continue to have 
inadequate library services,” 
Crocfer said. 

“We're one of the larger cities, 
probably in the state, that 
doesn’t have acity library,” 
Crocfer said. 

He said several of the 


branch’s key employees have 
left recently to take jobs in 
neighboring cities with better 
library facilities. 

“| don’t want the public to 
come in here and get mad at the 
staff because the staff can’t 
provide the service,” Crocfer 
said. 

Councilman Chuck Buauet is 
proposing that the city enter into 
negotiations with the county for 
taking over all library services 
within the city limits. 

Crocfer pointed out that 
county Supervisor Cal McElwain

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Some progress is being made 
in getting a design for the 
Rancho Cucamonga civic center 
that everyone likes. 

Last month, Planning 
Commission and City Council 
members agreed they didn’t like 
the proposed design of the civic 
center by architect John Carl 
Warnecke and Associates. 

The mood is a little more 
optimistic following a civic 
center design subcommittee 
meeting last Wednesday. 

“We made some very concise 
moves forward,” said 
Councilman Chuck Buquet, who 
is one of four members of the 
subcommittee. 

The subcommittee was 
formed following the 
unsuccessful Dec. 17 meeting, 
and will meet every other week 
for six weeks. 

“We directed the architect to 
master plan the whole civic 
center site rather than just the 
civic center/public safety 
building,” Buquet said. 
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proposed cultural center with 
the civic center building. 

The number of buildings 
proposed for the site at Haven 
Avenue and Foothill Boulevard is 
growing. 

Originally just a civic center 
and public safety facility were 
planned for the 85,000-square- 
foot site, but now officials are 
talking about putting a cultural/ 
performing arts center anda 
library and museum on the site, 
too. 

Fortunately, the available 
space has expanded to keep 
pace with the growing concept 
of the center. There is a proposal 
to redesign the site to allow for 
underground parking instead of 
having a visible, above-ground 
parking structure. 

The library/museum structure 
could be built on top of the 
underground parking structure, 
Buquet suggested. 

“Not too many of us are 
enthused about having parked 
cars all over the place,” he said.

Upland is not a city in which 
one might expect to find an oil 
exploration company. 

Let’s face it, the oil just isn’t 
there. But the company is. 

It all began at a St. Patrick’s 
Day party about 13 years ago, 
with an unemployed surgical 
supply worker and a geologist 
from Louisiana. 

“Thirteen years ago | was in 
the unemployment line,” says 
Nicholas E. Ross — founder, 
owner and only full-time 
employee of Ross Productions 
in Upland. 

Laid off from his job when his 
employer went out of business, 
Ross was in trouble in those 
days. He had six children 
between the ages of 10 and 18, a 
wife and a small house in 
Montclair to take care of. 

However, he was without a job 
a full two days before the 
geologist from Louisiana, John 
Grunau, planted an idea in Ross’ 
head for an oil exploration 
company. 

Grunau promised Ross if he 
could find the investors, he 
would find the oil and natural 
gas. What his scientific friend 
was talking about was 
wildcatting, which Ross defines 
as relying on instinct — “the 
drilling of a well where no one 
else would consider.” 

By August of that year, Ross 
had lined up a few friends as 
investors and arranged the 
drilling of five wells in Grunau’s 
home territory. 

All five struck natural gas. 

“That’s what started my 
career, because the rumors 
spread that | was lucky,” he 
says.

Newly-elected Chaffey College 
governing board member William 
Bescoby is concerned that new 
proposals to centralize control of 
the state’s community colleges 
might make it harder to meet the 
needs of local students. 

A proposal from the 
Commission for the Review of 
the Master Plan for Higher 
Education would replace locally- 
elected community college 
governing boards with advisory 
boards made up of members 
appointed by the county Board 
of Supervisors. 

“The purpose in being fora 
community college is to serve 
the needs of the local 
community. We have trouble 
meeting the needs of students in 
Fontana, Chino, and Chino Hills. 
If you centralize that control 
somewhere else, that’s going to 
make it even harder,” Bescoby 
said. 

The change is part of an 
overall recommendation to 
reorganize and consolidate the 
70 community college districts 
into 12 regional districts. 

On a district level, the 
governing board of each regional 
district would consist of one 
member from each college 
advisory board in the district, 
plus a chairman appointed by 
the state community college 
system Board of Governors. 

The commission, which is 
made up of citzens from across 
the state with various 
backgrounds, has a deadline of 
Dec. 31 to make 
recommendations on the 
California State University (CSU) 
system, and the University of 
California (UC) system. 

The commission’s deadline for 
the community college 
recommendations was moved up 
to Feb. 28.

In addition to the citizen’s 
commission, a joint legislative 
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Community college control concern expressed

Education. 

That group is composed of 18 
members, nine from the 
Assembly, and nine from the 
Senate. 

The legislative committee will 
review the recommendations of 
the citizen’s commission after 
Feb. 28 and make 
recommendations to the full 
Senate and Assembly, said Olga 
Lara, associate consultant to the 
joint legislative committee. 


Lara said the community 
college recommendations of the 
citizen’s commission could be 
revised before the Dec. 31 
deadline for the total higher 
education review. 


Any recommendations that 
pass through the two-tiered 
review process will not come to 
the full Assembly and Senate in 
final form until Aug. 1, 1987.

T&A Video didn’t 
require use permit

The Upland Municipal Code 
does not require a conditional 
use permit for the T&A Video 
store, as city officials once 
claimed, according to an opinion 
by Deputy District Attorney 
Clyde Boyd. 

However, both Boyd and City 
Attorney Don Maroney agreed 
that the point is moot, because 
the special permit regulation 
probably would not have been 
enforceable anyway. 

Although the city made a law 
in 1977 which required the 
special permit for businesses in 
which employment or customers 
were limited to 18 years and 
older, it was dropped for all but 
three zones in 1978. 

The deletion of the permit 
requirement for the other zones 
— including the highway 
commercial zone where T&A 
Video is — was an error, 
according to Maroney. 

Maroney explained that the 
city sends its codes to a private 
firm in Florida which

Howard Cuneo is a dreamer to 
some, a fairy godfather to 
others. 

The Alta Loma resident is one 
of the driving forces behind the 
year-old Inland Empire chapter 
of the Make-A-Wish Foundation, 
dedicated to trying to fulfill the 
last wishes of dying children. 

On any given day, Cuneo 
uSually is traveling from one end 
of San Bernardino County to 
another meeting with service 
organizations and businesses to 
garner support for the 
foundation. 

It’s been a hard but rewarding 
year for Cuneo. 

“It’s been a hard year 
physically for me but it’s 
probably been the most 
rewarding year of my life,” 
Cuneo said. ‘‘!’m met terrific 
people and have seen the love 
and kindness come out of 
people you would never expect it 
from. I’ve had a tremendous 
amount of satisfaction knowing 
how lucky my life has been.” 

Cuneo became interested in 
the work of the Los Angeles 
Make-A-Wish group through his 
friendship with Mike Lewis who 
is that chapter’s president. But 
Cuneo didn’t expect to be 
instrumental in the formation of 
the San Bernardino-Riverside 
counties chapter. 

Now the local chapter is 
reaching the point where 
expansion is needed. ‘‘But we 
can’t expand unless we have 
more community awareness of 
the foundation d support. We 
need more volunteers to get 
involved,” he said. 

Cuneo actively is searching 
the West Valley for his 
successor. Many of the people 


associated with the chapter 
aren’t from the West Valley. He 


soon will be moving to Los 
Angeles because of his 
successful business. But he said 
he hopes his leaving won’t dull 
the interests of local residents in 
the program. 

“lm still going to be involved 
with both chapters of the 
foundation. Volunteers don't 
have to donate a lot of time to 
the foundation. Right now we 
need people willing to talk about 
the foundation to local service 
clubs and business groups who 
don’t know anything about us,” 
he said. 

The Make-A-Wish Foundation 
is anon-profit, charitable 
corporation made up of a 
network of people who try and 
grant the dying wishes of the 
terminally ill, ages 18 years old 
and younger. 

The national organization has 
provided trips and gifts to dying 
youngsters and adolescents. 
Make-A-Wish organizes each 
activity and picks up the tab. The 
group doesn’t contact the 
families of dying children. It may 
learn about a particular case 


through hospitals or social 
agencies but itis uptoa 
person’s family to contact the 
organization. 

The Inland Empire chapter of 
the organization has granted 11 
wishes in the past year. Cuneo 
has been involved with each of 
them. 

“One of the sad wishes 
involved a 17-year-old girl named 
Rosalinda in Palm Desert who 
had cancer. Her dying wish was 
to meet the actor Ricardo 
Montalban,” he said. ‘“‘We 
thought we had six months to 
grant the wish but it turned out 
to be only six weeks. Montalban 
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offered the city the opportunity 
to take over its own library 
services seven years ago, shortly 
after the city incorporated, and 
officiais were not interested. 


“Seven years ago we were 
concerned about how we were 
going to do the basic, day-to-day 
operations that a fledgling city 
faces right at the outset,” 
Buquet said. 

“Now we’re moving forward 
and trying to address other 
needs.” 

Buquet said he envisions tying 
in the city’s new computer 
system with the library to create 
a state-of-the-art library facility 
that would attract people from 
Surrounding areas. 

Offering classes like typing 
and computer science to make 
the library a self-supporting 
operation is also part of 
Buquet’s vision for the library.

City manager Lauren 
Wasserman, on the other hand, 
said he’s not sure he wants to 


see the city running the library. 
“We're not interested in 
getting into the library 
business,” Wasserman said. 
“We're interested in providing 
adequate library services.” 


Wasserman said he wants the 
county to look at beefing up the 
city’s current library services, 
with city involvement. 


He said he’s not sure whether 
Rancho Cucamonga is getting 
its fair share of services now, 
based on the tax contributions 
specifically allocated for library 
services. 

“We’re not sure we’re getting 
our fair share, because of the 
amount of growth we’ve had.” 
Wasserman said. 

Crocfer agreed that library 
services have not kept up with 
the city’s growth. Currently there 
are 40,000 books for the city’s 
65,000 residents. 


Projections are that the city’s 
population will grow to 140,000 
by the year 2000, Crocfer said.

His clients are usually friends 
and business associates he’s 
often worked with before. In fact, 
his first clients were the 
physicians he met when he 
worked in surgical supply. 

Although Ross won't say 
whether he is a millionaire or 
even a very rich man, he will say 
he is “alright.” 

“We haven’t missed a meal,” 
he says. 

He credits luck more than 
brains or talent for his success. 

“You have to be lucky in this 
business because you can’t see 
down 5,000 to 6,000 feet. If you 
could, the banks would all be in 
this business,” he says. 

He also credits his investor 
friends. “If it weren’t for them, | 
wouldn’t be where | am. | didn’t 
do it myself. | hire my brains, or 
my friends are my brains.” 

He spends his mornings in his 
office, his afternoons with 
clients and four weeks a year at 
his various drilling sites to 
overlook the investments in 
Rocky Mountain states like 
Montana and Wyoming and Gulf 
states like Louisiana, Arkansas 
and east Texas. 

“My forte is assembling

people to go into the drilling 
prospects with me,” he says. 

Ross warns that there are a lot 
of heartaches in oil investing. He 
has two full drawers of files on 
“dry holes,” or losing wells, and 
only three-fourths of a drawer 
full of ‘“‘winner’’ files. 

“Investment in oil is not for 

everyone,” he cautions. “In fact, 
probably just 2 percent of the 
population would be considered 
eligible and suitable for oil and 
gas drilling because of the high 
risk.” 

The stakes can run as high as 
$1 million simply for the right to 
drill a well that could end up dry. 

“‘An investor has to be 
psychologically and financially 
prepared to lose his entire 
investment,” Ross says. 

Most of Ross’ investors are in 
the Southern California area, 
which is why he chooses to live 
here rather than the states in 
which he drills. 

“Moving down there would be 
like an Eskimo moving to Alaska 
to sell snow,” he says, adding 
that many people in those states 
already invest in oil and gas. 

For arisky business, Ross has 
had good luck. Beyond his initial 
good fortune with the five 
Louisiana wells, he is still above 
the industry average of “hits.” 
That average is only 10 percent 
for wildcat drilling and about 75 
percent for developmental 
drilling — when circumstances 
indicate the area is a good 
prospect for oil and gas. 

“The nature of the game is 
glamorous and exciting when 
you hit,” he admits, ‘‘and then 
you have to walk on the other 
side of the street-

eing a cheerleader is more than just 
jumping up and down and shouting. 
That’s the message Cucamonga 
Elementary School cheerleading 
coach Karen Scafuto wanted to get 
across last Friday as 120 fourth- 
through-eighth-graders in the 
Cucamonga School District learned 
everything they could about the 
grooming , exercize and nutrition 


skills they will need as cheerleaders. 


Being a cheerleader can be an 
educational experience, Scafuto 
said. 

“To me, achild is in school to 
learn. They’re going to learn 
something if I’m the coach,” she 
said. 

The stereotype of cheerleaders as 


popular airheads who don’t 

contribute anything to their schools 
other than driving all the boys crazy 
is one that Scafuto wants to dispell. 

“It doesn’t work that way 
anymore,” she said. 

She ensures that the school’s 
cheerleading squad consists of a mix 
of girls, not just the popularity 
contest winners. 

“My cheerleaders get a lot of 
educational things out of it. We are 
working on helping out for the 
special Olympics coming up in the 
spring,” she said. 

Spring cheerleading tryouts at 
Cucamonga Elementary School are 
not just physical. Aspirants have to 
write one of two essays, either on

what cheerleading means to them, or 
on what they can do for their schoo! 
by being a cheerleader. 

“Even the quiet girls are picked,” 
Scafuto said, “because they’re not 
just picked for cheering.” 

At the end of the school year, 
cheerleaders have to write a second 
essay on what they learned while 
they were cheerleaders. 

Scafuto recalled an essay that was 
Particularly heart-warming to her. 

“One said it taught her how to be a 
lady, how to get along with other 
girls that aren’t like her,” Scafuto 
said. “I loved it, | got goosebumps.’ 

The essayist went on to become 
an an eighth grade cheerleader in 
junior high, after she left Cucamonga 
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Elementary School, Scafuto said. 

Demonstrating school spirit is also 
an important component of 
cheerleading. 

Scafuto defined school spirit as 
“working as a team for one common 
goal, to be one unit, everybody 
caring about everyone else and 
following it through. 

“That doesn’t mean just each 
other,” she added, “that means 
everyone in the school.” 

Girls from Cucamonga Elementary 
School, Rancho Cucamonga Middle 
School, and Los Amigos Elementary 
school attended the Cucamonga 
School District Grooming Camp last 
Friday. 

“The purpose was to teach the 








girls, to give them all the support 
systems that are needed by a good 
cheerleader,” Scafuto said. 

The event, which took place at 
Cucamonga Elementary School 
during a teachers’ inservice day 
when classes were off, was 
sponsored by all the cheerleaders of 
the school district, Scafuto, and 
Norma Pantenburg. 

Five speakers gave the girls 
information on topics ranging from 
the proper way walk and how to 
handle themselves socially, to proper 
diet, skin care, makeup and hair care. 

The girls learned some dance 
techniques from Tricia Rassmusen, 
who is a former Rams cheerleader, of 
the Miss USA Dance studio in 
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Upland. ‘ 

A representative from the Somi 
School of Gymnastics in Rancho 
Cucamonga demonstrated 
gymnastics tricks, while Alpha Sears 
of Weight Watchers gave the girls 
diet and nutrition instruction. 

They learned what colors were 
flattering for them in makeup and 
fashion. They also learned some 
modeling techniques from the John 
Robert Powers modeling school. 

The biggest turnout at the 
grooming camp was among fifth and 
sixth graders. 

Girls in the fourth grade who will

Scafuto has been the cheerleading

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future lost profits and $10 
million in punitive damages, 
Diamond said.

Diamond reported that Welty’s

The order also prevents the 
group’s members from 
“harrassing, annoying, 
disturbing, bothering and 
intimidating prospective 
customers.” Diamond said that if 
CAP members decide to picket 
the video store it would be a 
“bad faith violation of the 
injunction.” He said he and 
Welty would go back to court if 
picketing is started up again. 


“If they’re stupid enough to try 
to mess with Mr. Welty, they’re 
going to get in trouble,” he said. 

However, attorney James 
Clancy, who represented the 
CAP members, said that 
picketing is a First Amendment 
right. Although he believes his 
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appear and the resulting warrant 
for his arrest two weeks later, he 
urged Welty to go back to the 
court, he said. 

A Municipal Court judge 
recalled the warrant when Welty 
showed up, Diamond said. 
Welty’s new pre-trial hearing is 
set for Feb. 13 and his trial for 
Feb. 27. 


Welty was charged in 
November by the District 
Attorney’s office with eight 
violations of the city’s sign 
codes. He was originally charged 
with violating the city’s 
conditional use permit 
requirement, but that charge was 
dropped. 

The adult business has a 
“reader board”’ sign, with letters 
that can be changed, which are 
not permitted for new 
businesses in Upland. 

However, Diamond charged 
that the city’s sign code is 
unconstitutional and is working 
on a motion to dismiss the case 
on those grounds.

prosecute the store on grounds 
of obscenity. However, Anderson 
warned that they may have a 
long and difficult road ahead of 
them.

Already the District Attorney’s 
office has shown a reluctance to 
prosecute the store based on 
obscenity charges. Ina 
November opinion to Schilt, 
Deputy District Attorney Clyde 
Boyd discussed T&A Video’s 
rental of x-rated movies. 

“Such films are generally 
available throughout the West 
End at most video rental stores,” 
according to Boyd’s statement.

“Murphy’s Romance” is a 
fragile love story. At first you 
feel it’s teetering on the edge of 
sentimentality, ready to fall off. 
But about 10 minutes into the 
movie you suddenly realize 
you’re in the firm hands of an 
experienced filmmaker whose 
earlier work you’ve enjoyed 
immensely. And those actors up 
on the screen, Sally Field and 
James Garner, are so charmingly 
capable. You just sit back and 
enjoy one of the best romantic 
comedies ina long while. 

The filmmaker is Martin Ritt, 
director of ‘‘Hud,” “Sounder,” 
“Norma Rae”’ and “Cross 
Creek.” He’s a superb craftsman 
with a reputation for getting 
along with and getting the most 
out of actors. ‘‘Murphy’s 
Romance” is no exception. 

Field plays Emma, an 
energetic young woman who 
moves to the Arizona town of 
Eunice with her 12-year-old son 
to build a new life after a failed 
marriage. She buys a worn-down 
old ranch, planning to build it 
into a horse-training facility. 

Her first customer is Murphy 
Jones (Garner), the town 
pharmacist who also helps 
Emma to weather some sticky 
financial and personal problems. 
He’s a widower, the town’s most 
eligible single man. Emma and 
Murphy hit it off greatly, both as 
two characters in a story and as 
two disciplined actors who click 
together like meat and potatoes. 

The conflict arrives in the form 
of Jack Moriarity (Brian Kerwin), 
Emma’s former husband.

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schemes that occur every day, 
Stratton said. ‘‘These people 
(con artists) do this for a living, 
that’s their profession.” 

Unsuspecting homeowners 
have been defrauded by door-to- 
door repairmen who offer to fix a 
roof or paint a house if the 
victim will pay half the money up 
front for the materials. The 
“repairmen” is never seen again. 

Others frauds are home or 
automotive repairs that appear 
to have been completed, but are 
never really made. ‘“‘They usually 
come by, slap on some tar, take 
the money and leave,’’ Upland 
police Capt. Gary Hart said. 

Merchants are hit by short- 
change artists, till tappers and 
merchandise switching. 
Newspaper ads shout ‘‘small 
investment, large profits,” or 
“fleeting opportunity.” 

Law enforcement officers say 
many of the crimes go 
unreported. ‘| would suspect 
there are other victims out there 
but they probably feel reluctant 
to report it because they feel 
embarrassed or ashamed that 
they have been taken,” Stratton 
said. 

Many victims may believe that 
because they have been drawn 
into the scheme they have 
violated the law, Stratton said. 

“They’re just an innocent 
victim, they’re the pigeon,” he 
said. 

The crooks prey on the elderly, 
the lonely and others that appear 
trusting or easily intimidated. 
Con artists are ‘‘very good 
actors,” appearing polite and 
outgoing but are able to keep the 
victim off-balance with high- 
pressure tactics, police said. 

Although the details may vary, 
most scams follow a similar 
pattern, officials said. The con 
artist first targets a likely victim 
or “pigeon,” arranges a 
seemingly valid meeting, then 
wins the victim’s confidence 
before making the “pitch.” 

The crafty crook may bring in 
an accomplice. They spring the 
trap, grab the money and run — 
Straight to another unsuspecting 
person. 

The key to the crook’s 
success is finding a victim who 
has alittle larceny or greed in 
his or her heart, Hart said. 

“You don’t get anything for 
free as they say,”’ Hart warned. 

On Dec. 10, an 80-year-old 
Chino, woman had $746 and her 
purse stolen by aman and 
woman outside a branch of Bank 
of America on Central Avenue in 
one'such typical scheme. 

“ithink the suspect was 
watching her, maybe standing 
next to her in the bank, and 
thought, ‘I'll zing this gal fora 
pigeon drop,” Chino police 
Detective Russ Briones said. 


The victim was in front of the 
bank when a woman described 
as as Hispanic, 25-years-old, 5 
feet tall, 115 pounds with a thin 
build and long, thick black hair 
parted in the middle, asked for 


directions to aclinic. The clinic 
does not exist, Briones said. 

The victim said she did not 
know, walked away and got into 
her car but the young woman 
approached her again. At this 
point aman, described as 
Hispanic, in his 30s with a thin 
build, coilar-length hair parted in 
the middle and clean shaven, 
walked up and explained that the 
victim could not help the young 
woman without an address or 
telephone number. 

The young woman said she 
had to get to the clinic and 
needed to cash two checks, in 
$6,000 and $3,000 amounts. The 
woman said her attorney could 
cash them but he wanted 40 
percent of the money, so she 
offered the man $200. 

The man produced what 
appeared to be a large sum of 
money from a Bible and claimed 
to work in a bank. He told the 
woman he would cash the 
smaller amount. 

Briones said the man was 
gone a short time then returned 
with a wad of cash. The young 
woman said she would give the 
man and the victim $300 each to 
cash the other check. 

The woman told the victim to 
leave her purse for ‘‘good faith,” 
while they went into the bank. 
The woman also offered a gray 
pouch supposedly filled with her 
property to show good faith. 

The trio walked toward the 
bank, but when the victim turned 
around the pair was gone, 
Briones said. 

What are the chances of ever 
recovering the stolen money or 
even making an arrest? Slim, 
according to police. 

The biggest problem for 
investigators is that most con 
artists don’t stay in one area too 
long. Often the victims can’t 
recall an accurate description of 
the suspect. 

“Seldom do you have a person 
strike twice in a community 
(within a short time span). (The 
individual) may be doing this all 
over the state,” Hart said. 

Law enforcement agencies 
notify each other when these 
crimes occur, as well as 
informing banks and other 
parties that would need to be 
aware. 

“Hopefully somebody is going 
to pick up on it. Hopefully the 
(suspect) description will match 
somebody else’s arrest,” 
Stratton said. 

Hart suggests that if someone 
claims to have found money, “‘be 
very suspicious.” If it’s a 
legitimate find, turn the cash 
over to police. If the rightful 
Owner can’t be located aftera 
certain amount of time, the 
money is released to the finder, 
Hart said. 

If someone asks for money, 
seek advice from a banker, Hart 
said.

Authelet to continue counting 
the 6,073-name petitions, against 
the advice of City Attorney 
James Markman, who said that 
to continue to count the 
petitions would be “‘a potentially 
fruitless expenditure of time and 
public funds.” 

CCC-PAC attorney Lawrence 
Straw, who is also the attorney 
for Prop. 13 advocate Howard 
Jarvis, cited case law in 
response to Markman’s opinion 
indicating that the clerk would 
have to continue counting the 
ballots. 

At the root of the dispute is 
the creation last May of an 
assessment district in Rancho 
Cucamonga to fund the 
development and maintenance 
of two community parks within 
the city. 

Homeowners in the 
assessment district started 
paying taxes in December to 
fund the park improvements, 
which are expected to be 
completed this fall. 

The CCC-PAC petition turned 
in Jan. 16 asks that an initiative 
be put on the ballot requiring all 
assessments on or before April 
1, 1985, to be subject to a two- 
thirds vote of public approval. 

When asked why his wife was 
inquiring about the recall 
requirements last Tuesday, 
Mahoney said, “‘She’s interested 
in it, | suppose.” 

Authelet said Mary Mahoney 
declined to identify the target (or 
targets) of the possible recall 
effort when she visited City Hall.

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Hearing set to discuss 
local ambulance plans

The public will have a chance 
to give input on a controversial 
plan to regulate ambulance 
services countywide and require 
competitive bidding in the cities 
of Upland and Rancho 
Cucamonga. 

The Emergency Medical Care 
Committee has agreed to hold 
an informal public hearing on the 
plan. 

The forum was tentatively 
scheduled for 9 a.m. Thursday, 
Feb. 27, although a location was 
not selected, and the selection 
may delay the hearing a day, 
according to George Pettersen, 
the county’s director of public 
health. 


Rancho Cucamonga City 
Manager Lauren Wasserman and 
Ontario Community Hospital 
administrator John Packard told 
their fellow committee members 
that there are concerns with the 
plan that should be addressed. 


“We need to have an open 
forum for providers and people 
who want to give input so we 
can make an intelligent 
decision,” said Packard. 

County Counsel Paul Grube 
told the committee that it was 
not required to hold a formal 
public hearing, but the 
committee could hold a forum 
and take testimony if it wishes. 


Grube said that if the public 
input leads the committee to 
consider amendments to the 
plan, the committee could 
recommend amendments either 
to Pettersen or the county Board 
of Supervisors. 

Pettersen had planned next 
month to begin asking for bids 
from ambulance companies 
wishing to operate in the cities 
of Upland and Rancho 
Cucamonga. 

The plan drafted last summer 
is controversial because at least 
one ambulance company that 
planned to operate in the two 
West Valley cities would not be 
eligible to compete because of 
requirements about years of 
experience. 


Canyon Medical Services Inc. 
has threatened to sue the county 
over the plan, which it feels 
purposefully was drafted to 
exclude the company from 
competition. Canyon attorney 
Michael Leight had appeared 
before the committee before to 
ask for a public hearing before 
the plan was to be implemented. 


Wasserman and Packard 
agreed that a hearing is 
necessary. 

Rancho Cucamonga city 
officials also have concerns 
about the plan’s standards in 
that city and whether the city 
can have its own regulations and

control as well. 

“Because we’re talking about 
potentially driving somebody out 
of business, whether a small 
company or a large company, I’m 
personally concerned about 
that,’’ Wasserman said. 

But others, such as committee 
member Roger Fogg and 
Courtesy Services ambulance 
company representative Steve 
Rice questioned the need fora 
public hearing. 

“If it (plan) is locked in 
concrete already what effect will 
we have,” asked Fogg. 

Added Rice, “I have not heard 
a concrete reason for having a 
hearing.” 

Wasserman also fought 
attempts to limit the hearing to 
issues raised by potential 
speakers in written form before 
the meeting. 

“I! don’t want to play games. | 
want to give people a chance to 
say what they have to say so we 
can go from there,” the city 
manager said. 

Michael Leight, the attorney 
representing Canyon, said he 
was “‘delighted”’ by the decision 
to hold a public hearing on the 
plan that his client opposes. 

“I think that’s a step in the 
right direction,” Leight said. “| 
think it’s important for the public 
to know what their county 
government is doing with 
regards to health care.” 


Those solitary scavengers 
coyotes are best left alone 


Coyote. 

The word often conjures up 
visions of a vicious, snarling, 
howling dog-like creature that 
roams the foothills, preying on 
small animals and children 
during the night. 

What is not often known about 
coyotes is that they are solitary 
scavengers that do not normally 
hunt big game or attack children. 
So said William Wirtz, a Pomona 
College biology professor, who 
spoke recently at a Sierra Club 
Mt. Baldy Chapter meeting at the 
University of La Verne. 

Wirtz said that some coyotes 
are even kept as pets by 
experienced people and are 
adaptable to daytime activity and 
city dwelling. 

Having studied the coyote for 
the past five years, Wirtz said 
that the coyote is the last 
common large predator in North 
America. He said the coyote, 
which he observed mostly in the 
Claremont area, is perceived as a 
serious problem in Southern 
California and habitates all 49 
continental states. 

Wirtz said that the average 
weight of a coyote ranges from 


22 to 25 pounds, although there 
have been reports of a coyote as 
large as 34 pounds. 

When people see coyotes in 
their yards, they tend to 
“overestimate animal weight,” 
Wirtz explained. 

He also said that the coyote’s 
litter size varies with resource 
control. Where there is less 
food, coyotes produce more 
offspring — sometimes up to six 
pups ina litter — to ensure the 
survival of their offspring. Where 
resources are less controlled, 
litter size is usually smaller, 
around four pups. 

Wirtz said that coyotes are 
territorial animals. They 
generally move over long 
distances in a short period of 
time. “It’s nothing for a coyote 
to move 10 miles a night.’”’ He 
Said not much can be done by 
local cities to regulate the 
numbers of coyotes, thus 
nobody knows the exact 
numbers of coyotes in a certain 
area. 

Because coyotes are 
Scavengers, feeding on anything 
that is left out for them or that 
they can catch, they can be 


menacing to neighborhoods near 
the foothills, according to Wirtz. 

In order to survive the 
urbanization of Southern 
California during the last 20 
years, coyotes have been forced 
to feed on garbage in easy- 
access cans, pet food and 
sometimes small pets. 

Wirtz said the best way to 
manage animals is to regulate 
resources. “If you want less 
coyotes, get rid of the garbage.”’ 
Coyotes also feed on fruits, 
mice, gophers and rabbits. In the 
Claremont area, rabbits 
comprise about half of a 
coyote’s diet. 

No reports of coyotes 
attacking humans were filed 
until the 1960s, said Wirtz.
